This limitation was addressed in the previous Office Action dated 5/2/2005 by the Harding reference column 1 1 lines 1-4. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on pages 10-12 that the 
Harding reference does not disclose a staging order. However, a staging order is disclosed in column 1 1 line 3. Harding does not 
expressly teach a customizable script. However, the "FIX$FILE.BAT" program referenced in column 1 1 line 1 is understood to be a ".bat" 
file which is commonly used as a customizable script. Further, .bat programs are executed line by line starting from the first line, providing 
an inherent order. Since Harding does disclose a staging order, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant further argues that 
Harding teaches away by stating that modules are executed in the order in which they are downloaded. However, since the script is 
ultimately controlling the order in which thay are executed, it is ultimately the inherently customizable script that defines the order in which 
they are installed. Thus the arguments are not convincing.
